if her husband goes abroad, she is a woman without a countn 
and-her legal and property rights are confused and uncertain; 
she cannot enter this country except as an immigrant, and un- 
less her country's,quota is not used up; her children are Am-

American citizen under the present law, she must reside in 
™s country a year, which means either leaving her husband

behind m the foreign land or having him give up his career 
there for a year at least.
